i  he  Lady   of  the  Lake 


Mackey  Lake  is  a  place  of  peace  and  quiet. 
Many  years  ago  it  used  to  be  a  place  of  relaxation 
for  students.  It  was  a  place  for  them  to  sit  right 
down  by  the  lake  and  ease  all  of  their  troubles  and 
worries.  The  once  very  beautiful  and  vibrant 
Mackc>  Lake  used  to  be  a  spot  for  all  to  have  fun 
and  to  enjoy  the  pleasantness  of  the  surroundings. 
However,  the  I  ake  had  also  come  with  a  story  o\' 
its  own;  one  that  had  passed  on  from  generation  to 
generation  of  students,  teachers,  and  staff  members 
alike. 

No  one  knows  how  the  myth  about  the  lake  got 
started.  As  a  Coahoman  tradition,  sophomores 
pass  on  the  story  of  the  lake  to  new  freshmen  and 
staff  during  orientation.  According  to  them, 
Mackc\  Lake  was  named  for  a  young  lady  whose 
first  or  last  name  may  have  been  Mackey.  Mackey 
appears  at  the  residence  halls  after  football  games. 

According  to  Mrs.  Rita  Hanfor,  Assistant  Dean 
of  Alumni  Affairs,  the  story  of  Mackey  Lake  had 
been  around  since  the  50's  and  possibly  even  as 
carl)  as  the  30's  and  40's  when  her  mother 
attended  Coahoma  Agricultural  High  School.  Mrs. 
Hanfor  stated  the  myth  at  the  time  was  that  a 
young  lady  went  walking  alone  at  night.  Not  able  to 
see  well,  she  fell  into  the  lake  and  drowned. 

In  another  version  by  Hanfor,  the  young  lady 
had  crossed  the  bridge  with  an  animal,  possibly  a 
cow  .  The  bridge  broke,  causing  the  lady  and  the 
animal  to  fall  into  the  lake  and  drown.  It  is 
rumored  that  every  time  it  rains  or  when  there  is  a 
terrible  storm,  students  can  hear  the  screams  and 
cries  of  "Mackey"  on  the  grounds  of  the  campus. 

The  truth  about  the  origin  of  Mackey  Lake  is 
that  it  was  named  after  the  Mackey  family  who 
lived  on  the  east  side  of  the  lake  before  the  1 900's. 
A  man  named  John  Mackey  moved  to  Coahoma 
County  from  South  Carolina  in  the  1  84()'s. 
Mackey  bought  the  land  surrounding  the  lake,  and 
he  and  his  family  settled  there.  Mackey  strongly 


believed  in  education  and  after  a  while,  he  built  a 
private  school  on  the  land  and  began  to  teach 
there.  When  Mackey  passed,  he  passed  on  the  land 
to  his  son  John  Jr.  When  John  Jr.  passed,  his  wife 
sadly  was  forced  to  sell  the  land.  The  Mackey 
family  moved  to  Blythevillc,  Arkansas  for  a  time, 
but  eventually  moved  back  to  Clarksdale  in  1 930. 
English  Composition  instructor,  Glynda  Duncan, 
interviewed  the  great-granddaughters  of  John 
Mackey,  Sr„  Nannie  Whittcn  and  Thclma  Lindsay 
who  passed  some  years  ago.  Like  their  great- 
grandfather, they  believed  in  the  importance  of 
education.  Whittcn  and  Lindsay  remembered 
when  Mackey  Lake  used  to  be  "the  biggest 
swimming  hole  in  Clarksdale".  They  recalled  how 
everyone  used  to  go  out  for  a  swim  in  Mackey 
Lake.  Though  they  were  initially  sad  at  the  loss  of 
their  land,  they  were  happy  to  sec  it  put  to  good 
use. 

In  2003,  The  Yazoo-Mississippi  Delta  Levee 
Board  constructed  a  walk-trail,  Mackey  Lane 
Trail,  on  Mackey  Lake.  The  trail  will  benefit 
people  who  want  to  exercise.  The  primary 
objective  is  to  provide  a  way  for  the  faculty, 
students  and  the  community  to  improve  their 
health  or  do  something  to  enjoy  themselves.  The 
trail  is  6-feet  wide  and  1/2-  mile  long. 

In  1 927,  Coahoma  Agricultural  High  School 
was  built  on  the  Mackey  land.  It  was  established  so 
that  black  students  could  have  an  opportunity  to 
attend  school.  The  high  school  paved  the  way  for 
the  outreach  of  higher  education;  and  in  1 949, 
Coahoma  Junior  College,  now  known  as 
Coahoma  Community  College,  was  established. 
For  over  50  years,  Coahoma  has  proven  itself  as 
an  institution  providing  quality  and  excellence. 
With  the  many  educational  opportunities  it  has 
provided,  Coahoma  now  serves  more  than  2,200 
students  throughout  the  United  States.

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Tobacco  is  one  of  the 
leading  causes  of  death  in 
America.  More  than  three 
milllion  people  die  every  year 
from  using  tobacco  products. 
This  includes  smokeless 
tobacco  products  as  well. 
Many  other  health  risks  that 
occur  from  the  use  of  tobacco 
include  heart  disease,  low 
birth  weight  in  infants,  and 
various  cancers  and  lung 
problems.  Other  effects 
include  odor,  discolored  teeth, 
and  bad  breath.

There  are  three  evacuees  of  Hurricane 
Katrina  enrolled  at  Coahoma.  Sisters 
Gina  Crawford  and  Dorothy  Maxon  and 
Dorothy's  daughter  Tara  Maxon  now 
make  their  home  in  Clarksdale. 
According  to  them,  they  return  home 
occasionally,  but  the  fillings  of  sadness 
are  still  overwhelming. 

The  effects  of  Hurricane  Katrina  on 
New  Orleans  were  not  only  catastrophic 
for  our  three  evacuees,  but  for  the  whole 
United  States.  Hurricane  Katrina  was  a 


category  5  hurricane  that  destroyed  a 
lot  of  New  Orleans's  historic  scenery. 
Many  homes  were  also  destroyed  as 
shown  in  the  pictures  on  this  page. 

Hurricane  Katrina  will  forever  be 
etched  in  the  memories  of  people. 
An  estimated  1 ,836  people  lost  their 
lives  in  Hurricane  Katrina,  making  it 
the  deadliest  hurricane  to  hit  the  U.S. 
since  the  1928  Okeecheobee 
Hurricane.  After  this  devastating 
event,  the  lives  of  many  people 
drastically  began  to  change. 

Hurricane  Katrina  had  its  effects 
on  other  states  as  well,  including 
Florida  and  the  gulf  coasts  of 
Mississippi  and  Texas.  Even  with 
the  rebuilding  of  the  city,  the  historic 
New  Orleans  will  never  be  the  same, 
nor  will  the  other  states. 
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The  Black  History  Program  held  in  Whiteside  Hall  Lecture  Room  was  a  time  for  students  to  come  together 
and  to  reflect  on  black  leaders  from  the  past  who  helped  to  pave  the  way  for  the  advancement  of  blacks  today.

"Thanks  to  the  supervisors,  we  realized 
we  had  money  (with  CCC  providing 
an  additional  $2  million)  and  land,"  to 
go  forward  with  this  center;  this  is  so 
exciting,"  she  said. 
The  26,000  square-foot  structure 
located  at  901  Ohio  near  Northwest 
Regional  Medical  Center  houses  the 
Associate  Nursing  Degree  (registered 
nursing).  Practical  Nursing  (LPN), 
Respiratory  Care,  Certified  Nursing 
Assistant,  Polysomnography,  and 
Phlebotomy  programs. 
George  Walker,  chairman  of  the 
state  Board  of  Community  and 
Junior  Colleges,  called  the  dedication 
and  ribbon-cutting  "historic." 
"It  is  economically  important  and 
socially  important"  he  continued  and 
praised  the  hospital  and  the  college 


for  working  together  on  the  project. 
"Coahoma  Community  College  is 
rapidly  growing  and  becoming  one  of 
the  greatest  assets  in  the  area  and  also 
the  state  of  Mississippi,"  he  said. 
Katherine  Furr,  President  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  claimed  "bragging 
rights"  for  the  board  and  singled  out 
former  supervisor  Eddie  C.  Smith  for 
his  commitment  to  the  center  project.

Celebrity  Speaker  Mobbed  By  Autograph  Seekers 

With  applause  continually  interrupting  her 
charismatic  address,  national  television's  Judge 
Mablean  Ephriam  of 'Divorce  Court'  fame, 
ordered  an  audience  of  4,000  to  "free  yourself 
from  the  shackles  of  low  esteem  or  no  esteem, 
and  set  your  mind  free." 

After  speaking  at  Coahoma  Community  College 
Wednesday,  Judge  Mablean  was  mobbed  by 
autograph  seekers  streaming  on  stage  until  the 
celebrity  speaker's  authoritative  voice 
commanded  them  to  form  orderly  lines  on  the 
Pinnacle  floor. 

"If  you  can  believe  it,  you  can  achieve  it;  it  starts 
with  your  mind,"  said  the  Los  Angeles  attorney 
whose  parents  picked  cotton  in  Hazlehurst, 
Miss.,  before  moving  their  family  of  10  children 
to  an  inner  city  ghetto  in  California. 
"With  true  faith,  all  things  are  possible;  there  is 
nothing  you  cannot  accomplish,"  said  the  speaker 


who  never  faltered  from  her  eighth  grade  goal  to 

become  a  lawyer. 

To  making  excuses  like  "But  I'm  too  poor"  -  "I  live  in 

the  Delta  -  not  born  on  the  right  side  of  the  tracks,"  'I'm 

too  fat,  "I'm  not  at  the  right  college,"  -  you  say,  "But  I 

can;  I  can  do  all  things,"  she  said. 

"You  did  not  choose  your  parents  -  this  is  your  life,  and 

you  decide  how  you're  going  to  live  the  rest  of  your 

life,"  she  continued. 

"You  decide  what  you  will  be  -  if  you'll  be  in  jail  or  run 

the  jail,"  she  said.  "It's  all  up  to  you;  you  are  in  charge  of 

your  destiny,  and  it's  your  time  to  turn  the  tide  to  make 

America  a  better  place." 

She  said,  "God  pays  dividends  on  his  loans,"  when 

individuals  adopt  lofty  goals  such  as  working  for  health 

care  for  all  Americans  not  just  the  rich  and  famous, 

saving  lives,  eradicating  the  distribution  of  drugs. 

"You  will  not  play  politics  and  the  game  of  greed  and 

money,"  she  commanded. 

The  speaker  told  students  they  will  find  role  models  to 

push  them  forward. 

"Look  at  me,"  she  said.  "He  gave  you  me  as  an  example; 
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if  God  did  it  for  me,  he  can  do  it  for  you,"  she  said  citing 

her  background  as  the  ninth  of  1 0  children. 

Growing  up  in  a  ghetto,  she  said  she  realized  she  needed 

to  make  good  grades  to  get  college  scholarships. 

"I  was  laughed  at,  teased  for  being  too  smart,  with  short 

hair,  and  a  big  nose.  I  was  not  popular;  I  had  no 

boyfriends,  but  you  need  to  decide  what  you  want  to  do 

with  your  life,  and  encourage  yourself." 

"When  you  look  back,  (if  your  life  doesn't  work  out  the 

way  you  want  it)  don't  blame  your  mama,  blame  yourself; 

you  are  in  control  of  your  destiny." 

Judge  Mablean  earned  scholarships  for  undergraduate 

school  and  four  years  of  college  where  she  attended  classes 

at  night,  worked  during  the  day,  and  supported  her 

husband  and  three  children. 

She  established  her  own  law  office  that  she  operated  for 

20  years  before  her  television  career. 

Concluding  her  address,  Judge  Mablean  encouraged 

students  not  only  to  dream,  but  also  to  "put  some  action 

behind  your  dreams  and  push  your  way." 

"You  can  never  be  afraid  of  anyone;  fear  no  human  being, 

and  never  give  up  on  your  dreams,"  she  said.

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Coahoma  Wins  a  'Big'  One  Over 
League-Leading  Holmes 

Coahoma's  mighty  Tigers  raced  their  way  to  a 
significant  69-6 1  victory  over  the  ranked  Holmes 
Bulldogs 

"This  was  a  big  win,"  commented  CCC  men's 
coach  Ira  Peterson.  "Holmes  is  number  one  in  our 
league." 

The  Bulldog  statistician  said  the  defeat  was  only 
their  second  loss  in  a  season  of  1 0  wins. 

"The  Tigers  moved  the  ball  well  and  scored  when 
they  got  ready,"  observed  former  CCC  basketball  great 
Dell  Canon,  now  a  graduate  assistant  at  Mississippi 
Valley  State  University.  Although  CCC  won  the 
opening  tipoff,  Holmes  swished  the  first  basket 
answered  immediately  by  Coahoma's  Antywan  Jones 
and  two  more  from  Tensely  Cowan  of  Jackson. 

With  scrambling  point  guard  JeJuan  Jacks 
directing  traffic  and  picking  pockets,  Horace 


Whitehead  of  Clarksdale  nailed  a  triple,  and  the  Tigers 
went  out  front  1 9-9  with  eight  minutes  remaining  in 
the  half.  However,  Holmes  proved  tenacious  despite 
Tavaris  Washington's  lock  on  rebounds,  and  at 
halitime,  CCC  claimed  only  a  two-point  lead:  27-25. 

Bodies  began  piling  up  on  the  floor  in  a  rough 
second  half  with  scores  by  Cowan,  Jacks,  and  a  third 
foul  for  Antwyan  Jones  that  hardly  slowed  down  his 
momentum  or  expertise  at  blocking  shots. 

Holmes  shadowed  Coahoma  by  only  a  couple  of 
points  until  Jacks  accelerated  his  low-down  stealing 
pace  hovering  it  seemed  about  two-inches  off  the  floor. 

Whitehead  hit  another  trey,  Jones  added  three 
more  points  for  a  52-42  lead,  and  Washington  picked 
up  his  fourth  foul.

Dr.  Vivian  Presley  was 
the  speaker  for  the  program 
A  Holiday  Observance  of 
Dr.  Martin  Luther  King, 
Jr.:  An  Advocate  of  Justice, 
Equality,  and  Peace.  She 
engaged  the  audience  with 
rhetorical  questions:  "When 
you  hear  the  name,  Dr. 
Martin  Luther,  what  comes 
to  your  mind?"  "What  does 
that  name  mean  to  you?" 
She  explained  that  he  was  a 
man  compared  to  Gandhi, 
the  Dalai  Lama  and  even 
Jesus. 

Dr.  Presley  emphasized 
that  most  of  those  in  the 
audience  were  not  even 
born  when  King  died  and 
would  not  understand 
prejudices  and  hatred  that 
were  directed  at  a  people 
only  because  of  the  color  of 
their  skin.  She  painted  a 
picture  using  two  scenarios 
to  help  the  audience 
understand  the  impact  of 
prejudice  and  hatred.  The 
first  scenario  paints  a 
picture  of  a  person  who  is 
given  instructions  to  swim 
across  a  pond.  He  prepares 
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to  swim  but  is  told  that  he  has 
misunderstood  the  instructions.  He 
must  swim  the  pond  with  a  pack  filled 
with  lead.  Next,  a  person  is  given  the 
task  of  climbing  a  beautiful,  majestic 
mountain.  He  plots  a  path  knowing 
that  he  can  accomplish  the  task.  As  he 
begins  to  climb,  he  is  given  an 
overgrown  path  to  follow  that  is 
covered  with  weeds,  bushes  and 
slippery  rocks. 

The  danger  of  prejudice,  according 
to  Dr.  Presley,  is  that  it  keeps  people 
from  becoming  all  that  they  can  be.  She 
stated  that,  "If,  because  of  prejudice,  a 
potential  doctor  never  graduates  from 
medical  school,  then  the  world  has  lost. 
If,  because  of  prejudice,  a  potential 
engineer  does  not  go  to  school,  then  the 
bridges  of  the  future  may  never  be 
built.  If,  because  of  prejudice,  a  teacher 
or  a  scholar  or  an  artist  remains  only  a 
potential,  the  world  is  less.  Not  a 
particular  race  or  gender  but  the  world 
is  less.  We  all  lose  out.  We  all  suffer." 

Dr.  Presley  stated  that  Dr.  King  did 
not  fight  violence,  hatred  or  prejudice. 
But  he  stood  for  peace,  love,  justice 
and  equality.  She  further  emphasized 
that  although  Dr.  King  is  gone,  his 
dream  still  lives  on.  Dr.  Presley 


encouraged  the  students  to  fulfill  Dr. 
King's  dream  by  being  the  best  that 
they  can  be. 

She  said,  "Remember  who  you  are; 
you  are  descended  from  a  long  line  of 
royalty.  Remember  that  and  act 
accordingly.  Finally,  always  believe  in 
yourselves  and  your  dreams."  She 
closed  her  remarks  with  the  following 
poem. 

BE  A  DREAMER 

Dare  to  dream,  for  dreamers  see 

tomorrow. 

Dare  to  make  a  wish,  for  wishing 

makes  way  for  hope, 

And  hope  is  what  keeps  us  all  alive. 

Dare  to  reach  out  for  the  things  no  one 

else  can  see. 

Be  unafraid  to  see  what  others  cannot. 

Believe  in  you  heart  and  in  your  own 

goodness, 

for  in  doing  so  others  will  believe  in 

them,  too. 

Believe  in  magic,  because  life  is  full  of 

it. 

But  most  of  all,  believe  in  yourself. 

Because  within  you  lies  all  of  the 

magic, 

The  hope,  the  love,  and  the  dreams  of
